I was headed north on 
Marsalis and tarns d west on 10th Street. I traveled about a block and noticed a 
Dallas police squad car stopped in the traffic lane headed east on 10th Street. 
I saw a police officer lying next to Hie left front wheel. I stopped ay car and 
got out to go to the scene. I looked at my watch and it said U10 pm. Several 
people were at tiie scene. When I got there the first thing I did was try to help 
the officer. ^e appeared beyond help to me. A man was trying to use the radio 
in the squad car but stated he didn't know how to operate it. 1 knew how and 
took the radio from him. I said, "Hello, operator. A police officer has been 
shot here." The dispatcher asked for the location. I found out the location 
and told the dispatcher what it was. A few minutes later an ambulance eaae 
to the scene. I helped load the officer onto the stretcher and into the ambulance. 
As we picked the officer up, I noticed his pistol laying on the ground under him. 
Someone picked the pistol up and laid it on the hood of the squad car. When the 
ambulance left, I took the gun and put it Inside the squad car. A man took the 
pistol out and said, "^t's catch him." H e opened the cylinder, and I saw that 
no rounds in it had been fired. This man then took the pistol with him and got 
Into a cab and drove off. The police arrived and I taked to a police sergeant 
at the scene. I told him I did not witness the shooting and after questioning 
me, he said it was all right for me to leave. I then^went on to the Telephone 


Company office at Ninth and Zangs.
